Dear Mr. Hoffa: 

I read with interest your article on AUTOMATION in the Interna* 
tional Teamsters' magazine, April 1960 and wondered why you are so 
concerned about automation when it has to do with the cutting of 
coats in the manufacturing plants. It has nothing to do with 
truckers and teamsters. I suppose that you are simply writing as 
a labor man Interested in the subject and its effect on labor. 

I cannot agree with some of the things you mention. Automation 
has been forced upon us by the continual advance of labor rates. 

The management and the technicians in order to keep the prices at 
a level where the public can buy and the company will make a rea¬ 
sonable profit had to invent short cuts and they have done it. 

Why should any of this be distributed among labor? Most of it will 
be passed on to the consumer; a small portion probably retained by 
management. No doubt part of the saving will be distributed to 
labor and if labor is 25Z of the sailing price of a product that 
is probably what you will get. 

Keep in mind of the 160,000,000 people in the United States the 
labor group with their families constitute 807. of our population 
so anything they do to hurt the public will hurt themselves. Why 
can't we peg labor rates and prices of products for a while so we 
car get some stability in our economy and stop inflation? 

I am very friendly toward labor, particularly in the building 
industry in wh 4 ch I have worked for forty-odd years and have coopera¬ 
ted with them in every way. I can remember many years ago the terri¬ 
ble conditions in the textile business where the Prince of industry

sat on Che hill and Che women and children worked in Che mills for 
a mere pittance and practically never saw Che sun. Today it is much 
different. The laboring man has a nice home, well furnished wlch 
all Che gadgets, chac is, phonographs, radios, TV, ecc., he is well 
dressed, some of his children are going Co college. The conditions 
have in*>roved tremendously and this is all due Co Che efforts of 
Che labor unions. However, as Che SenaCe mentioned this last year, 

1 believe you are going coo far now. It is being overdone so I 
hope you will mark time for a while. 

We had Che pleasure of puCClng up many motor freight terminals, 
probably twelve of them for the Adley E ipress Company here in the 
East and are familiar with your organization and its efforts. The 
boys who are driving these trucks are well trained, courteous and 
gentlemen.

As sn inustry grows sud bscoses 
sore cosplex, sore management controls srs required to nslp 
maintain or incresse eniciency. 

But these controls increasingly involve the use of eschines - 
sutosstios, if you will - which industrislise the office snu, in the 
process, often downgrede the office worker. Most office snd 
eleriesi opern doss invoive the collection srd filing of lnforme- 
tios - which, under sutonstion, hse become very suchs ssee produc¬ 
tion process.
